to him and his wife, May, in simple, yet moving funeral 


services Friday.

no religious riles for Reuther,

wife, reared in Judaism. They 
and four others died in a union- 
chartered jet plane's crash in 
northern Lower Michigan last 
weekend.

— Between 


,000 and 6,000 American troops 
lave been withdrawn from op- 
irations inside Cambodia in the 
iast five days, informed sources 
aid today. They said between 
i.OOO and 10,000 Americans re- 
main beyond the border. 


The disclosure coincided with 


an announcement by t he U.S. 
!ommand of the end of the 
American portion of a major op- 
eration in the Communist com- 
mand's Se San base area of 


iambodia, 50 miles west of Plei- 


ku City in the central highlands. 


It marked the first termina- 


:ion of a major U.S. operation 
.nside Cambodia since Ameri- 
can offensives across the border 
were launched May 1. 


As more Americans rcporled- 


,y were being pulled out of Cam- 
sodia, North Vietnamese troops 
launched 
a 
third 
successive 


counterattack 
against 
U.S. 


bases -across the border. 


Officers in the field told Asso- 


ciated Press correspondent Pe- 
:er Arnett it appeared the North 
Vietnamese 
were 
regrouping 


and starting to hit back after in- 
itial retreat from the massive 
allied invastion. 


Enemy troops hit the Ameri- 


can defenders of the newly built 
Fire Base Branch in the middle 
of the night with a hail of ma- 
chine-gun, rocket and rifle fire. 
Five U.S. soldiers were killed 
and nine wounded. 


The Americans lowered their 


artillery and fired point blank at 
the attackers, while Air Force 
gunships raked them from the 
air. 


When dawn broke, the U.S. 


troops found the bodies of eight 
North Vietnamese soldiers on 
the barbed wire perimeter of 
the base. 


The -base is about 90 miles 


north of Saigon and a mile in- 
side Cambodia.

Sen. Inouye Says War 
Was 'Tragic Mistake'

U. S. Sen. Daniel K. Inouye, 


who once supported the Viet- 
nam war and is now opposed, 
believes the war will end only 
when we admit to ourselves — 
and to the world 
- that we 


made a tragic mistake. 


"This is a difficult admission 


to make," he told members of 
the Economic Club of South- 
western Michigan last night, 
'especially 
when we 
remind 


ourselves of the enormity of this 
war's cost. Few want to admit 
error in judgment — and even 
'ewer when it involves a cost 
of n e a r l y 
50,000 American 
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troops, North Vietnamese troops 
were reported in the suburbs of 
Kompong Cham, 35 miles west 
of the nearest point on the Viet- 
namese border and 45 miles 
northeast of the Cambodian cap- 
ital of Phnom Penh.

No one was indicted. 
The grand Jury's 252-page re- 


port, issued Friday, says the

volved "gives some reasonable 
basis for public doubt of Hieir 
efficiency or even of their credi- 
bility." 


Two Panther leaders, Fred 


Hampton and Mark Clark, were 
killed when Negro and white po- 
lice from the state's attorney's 
office raided Hampton's apart- 
ment Dec. •! in a search for ille- 
gal weapons. 


The whole concept of Ihe raid, 


Ihe jury said, "seems ill-con- 
ceived." 


The grand jury also was criti- 


cal of seven Panther members 
who survived the raid for refus- 
ing to testify at its hearings.

Everyone has heard of the 


Peace Corps, which has been 
essentially, though not entirely, a 
channel through which the ener- 
gy and idealism of thousands of 
young 
Americans 
have been 


mobilized to help the peoples of 
the underdeveloped world better 
their lives. 


Not so well known is what is 


s o m e t i m e s affectionately re- 
ferred to as the "Paunch Corps," 
an organization of "old" people 
motivated by the same kind of 
idealism. 


This is the International Ex- 


ecutive Service Corps, formed in 
1964 by a group of American 
businessmen headed by David 
Rockefeller of the Chase Manhat- 
tan 
Bank 
with 
the 
goal of 


fostering economic growth and 
strengthening private enterprise 
in developing- countries. 


The idea was to recuit experi- 


enced 
executives to serve on 


short term assignments overseas, 
working with local 
businesses 


which requested their particular 
expertise 
or managerial 
skill. 


Since beginning operations in 
January, 1965, the IESC has 
answered requests for assistance 
from some 2,000 enterprises in 
45 countries in Latin America, 
the 
Middle East, 
Africa and 


South and East Asia. 


Volunteer 
executives 
h a v e 


helped improve food production 
and health standards, textile and 
apparel manufacture, investment 
and banking practices, construc- 
tion methods, transportation sys- 
tems, communications, natxiral 
resource development, g o v e r n - 
ment and education services. 


With many developing nations 


bidding 
strongly 
for 
foreign 


visitors, IESC experts have un- 
dertaken about 70 hotel and 
tourist promotion programs in 13 


countries. One recent assignment 
was the development of a park, 
recreation area and marine-life 
showplace by the Republic of 
Singapore with the assistance of 
the director of Chicago's Shedd 
Aquarium.

Politics In The House

Next to the grave, the most 


egalitarian place on earth 
is 


undoubtedly Madame Tussaud's 
wax museum. Where else could 
one imagine Teddy Roosevelt 
standing next to Yuri Gagarin or 
a crew-cut Neil Armstrong peer- 
ing over a black veiled Madame 
du Barry? In fact, the likeness of 
the 22-year-old mistress of King 
Louis XV is the original model 
shown in the Paris exhibition of 
1770. 


Fame is the sole criterion for 


selection at Madame Tussaud's 
establishment on Baker Street, 
which is celebrating its 200th 
anniversary this year. But the 
population of the Grand Hall is a 
shifting one. Ben Gurion of Israel 
stands not far from Nasser of 
Egypt. 


Unlike the British government, 


Madame Tussaud's accords Ian 
Smith the title of "Prime Minis- 
ter of Rhodesia." However, be- 
cause of the tenuousness of his 
position, Smith peers cautiously 
around a curtain, uncertain of his 
welcome in a group of Common- 
wealth premiers. 


Madame Tussaud, born Marie 


Gresholtz, made her first wax 
figures when in her teens. A 
portrait of Voltaire, shaped when 
she was 17, is still in the exhibit. 
However, she gained her fame 
for moulding the head of almost 
every distinguished victim of the 
guillotine 
during 
the 
French 


revolution. In 1800, Napoleon sat 
for her in the Tuileries. 


In 1802 Madame Tussaud left 


France for England with her 
exhibition, never to return. For 
the next. ?,?, years she toured 
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England. Finally, at the age of 
74, 
she 
opened a permanent 


exhibition on Baker Street. There 
she sold tickets at the door until 
her death at the age of 89. After 
Mme. Tussaud's death in 1850, 
the exhibit was moved to Mary- 
lebone Road. A fire in 1925 
destroyed several displays but 
many of the casts were saved 
and in 1928 the exhibit was 
reopened. It received only minor 
damage during the Second World 
War. 


IT e r 
establishment 
attracts 


close to 1,250,000 visitors a year, 
more than a third from overseas, 
anxious to see everything- from 
the Chamber of Horrors, with 
such featured assassins as Lee 
Harvey Oswald, to the Hall of 
Kings. Benjamin Franklin was 
the first American to sit for a 
wax portrait in 1793. Now there 
is 
a 
pantheon 
of American 


Presidents ranging from George 
Washington to Richard Nixon. 


The greatest humiliation is to 


be dropped from the exhibit. 
Close to 10 per cent of the 450 
tigures are vetoed each year. 
Robert Kennedy and Alexander 
Dubcek were excluded in 1969, as 
were Alfred Hitchcock and So- 
phia Loren. 


The effect of age can bo most 


upsetting to the living sitters. 
Actor Kenneth More was visibly 
shaken at an encounter with his 
younger self at Tussaud's anni- 
versary dinner in March. Earl 
Mo tint batten refuses to sit for an 
up-to-date portrait because he 
prefers to be remembered as he 
was in the days of glory. 


Occasionally, figures are de- 


faced. Hitler was found in 1940 
with n ring of pins around his 
heart. Lord Snowden's head was 
removed to a public telephone 
booth 
in 1960 and President 


Tito's head was found rolling in 
front of the door of the Yugoslav 
Embassy in 1965. Most people 
are kept from touching the faces 
by the eeerie, life-like quality of 
the wax itself. 


About 
the 
strangest

comment in the exhibit are the 
figures of Jackie and Aristotle 
Onassis seated 
on an eternal 


merry - go - round with "horse 
hands" of singers and politicians. 
As a director of the joint stock 
company told Editorial Research 
Reports, "One can only wonder 
how many of today's celebrities 
will be included in Tussaud's 
tercentenary."
